Sovieta Put-wa'lite Show 
With New Mechanized Army 


Red Square Alive With Tanks and “Land 
Battleships” While Bombers and Pursuit 
Planes Swarm Overhead. 


By the Associated Press, 


MOSCOW, May 1.—A fleet, of 750 | 


war planes maneuvered over Red 


Square in the greatest aerial review | 


of Soviet Russia’s history today as 
part of the nation’s May day cele- 
brations. 

Tens of thousands of soldiers pa- 
raded through the Square in a dem- 
onstration, on the International La- 
bor day, of the Soviet Union’s mili- 


tary power. 
More than 100 pursuit planes flew 


low over the center of the city, 


followed by dozens of new-type 
twin-motored bombers, while hun- 
dreds of larger bombers and fight- 
ing planes passed in mass forma- 
tion at a greater height. 

Dictator Joseph Stalin, surround- 
ed by members of the Government 
in the reviewing stand on Lenin’s 
tomb, waved his cap at the planes. 

Three hundred tanks, rafiging 
from small swift machines mount- 
ing a single gun to huge land “bat- 
tleships” with a whole battery of 
artillery, featured the last part of 
the review. 


Noteworthy among the tanks 


were 65 amphibians which Bolshe- 
viks said were capable of crossing 
rivers. 

The tanks were preceded by 60 
trucks mounting heavy anti-aircraft 
guns and 48 trucks carrying huge 
searchlights, 

The number of soldiers ‘parttici- 
pating in the parade was less than 


that last May day, but greater em- 


phasis was placed on mechanical 
and air equipment.

out the Union. Altogether, more 
than 3000 planes were estimated to 
have been in flight simultaneously. 
The display in Red Square was 
followed by a great demonstration 
of civilians, scheduled to last until 
nightfall.

War Commissar Klementi E. Vo- 
roshilov, speaking to _ soldiers 
massed in the square before the 
parade, declared the Soviet army 
stood ready for world peace, “but 
it is prepared, and if enemies dare 
pattack us, they will ‘be beaten off 
with a force th y will never for- 
get. ” 

Voroshilov, wh has built up the 
world’s largest ace-time army, 
personally headed the parade. 

Huge pictures of Stalin, Lenin 
and other Communist. leaders of 
past and present times looked down 
from the buildings opposite the 
Kremlin as the gray-clad troops 
marched by. 

It was the first dress parade here 
since Communist leaders announced 
their army had zeen reorganized 
and re-equipped under what they 
considered pressure of constant war 
danger, increasing -their armed 
force to number 1,300,000 men. 

Marshal Voroshilov took the oath 
from recruits massed in Red Square 
as a prelude to the review. The pa- 
rade started at 10 a. m. and the 
military part lasted more than two 
hours. 

Public proclamations issued dur- 
ing the celebration were ~devoted 
largely to attacks on Fascism, with 
charges that the Germans and the 


Japanese were preparing for war.

Accident April 24 Unannounced Be- 
fore; Ship Fell at Night; Seven 
Victims on Ground. .

NEU-ULM, . Bavaria, Germany, 
May 1—<Authorities are puzzled 
over an airplane crash in which 11 
persons -were kAled during air pro- 
tection tests. 

Although the accident occurred 
April 24, it was not until today that 
any news was given out on the ac- 
cident. 

A non-military plane from Augs- 
burg, apparently belonging to the 
Nazi Airsports Club, was checking 
the effectiveness of an “all-lights- 
out” order, especially in the re- 
gion of the Ulm’s Railway junc- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—A pro- 
posal to raise $226,000,000 a year by 
increasing surtax rates on indi- 
vidual incomes was advanced today 
by Senator La Follette (Prog.), Wis- 


consin, to help close ‘a revenue gap 
between the. House tax bill and 
President Roosevelt’s request. 

La Follette offered his plan, as 
members of the Senate Finance 
Committee began a search for new 
revenue in response to Secretary 
Morgenthau’s demand that they 
raise the full $517,000,000 lost when 
this. year’s AAA processing taxes 
were invalidated. 

Treasury experts estimated that 
the House tax bill would raise $620,- 
000,000 of permanent revenue an-- 
nually but only $180,000,000 of the 
$517,000,000 of temporary revenue. 
asked by the President. Chairman 
Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, of the 
Senate committee, said the defi-; 
ciency would have to be met and in- 
dicated he had found a way. 

Harrison would not discuss his 
plan, but-it was understood that it 
was not the new levy of processing 

on commodities tii: Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suggested as the 


revenue. 

Se ie Follette’s Schedul*. 

-La Follette had Treasury esti- 
showing that his plan to 
start the present four per cent sur- 
tax on incomes of more than $3000, 
instead of more than $4000 as in 
the existing law, would raise the 
needed reveriue, with the surtax 
running up to 75 per cent on in- 
come in excess of $5,000,000. 

He was determined to push this 
program as an alternative to pro- 
cessing taxes, contending the latter 
were nothing more than “sales 
taxes on food” which “even the 
most ardent advocates of the sales 
tax never proposed.” 

Public hearings before the Sen- 
ate committee continued today with 
the Treasury denying that the new 
corporate tax plan, feature of the 
Fouse bill, would prevent the crea- 
tion of corporate Surpluses neces- 
sary to help business weather de- 
pression storms. . 

Calls Criticism “Unfounded.” 

_ George C. Haas, director of re- 
search for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, attacked what he called “un- 
‘founded and misleading criticism” 
in this regard, 

(The House tax bill would tax 
corporations on a scale graduated 
according to the amount of their 
net income kept in surplus. 
ics have argued this would prevent 
corporations from accumulating 
surplus.) — 

First Haas said the bill would 
permit small corporations to save 
up to 40 per cent of income, and 
large corporations up to 40 per 
cent, without paying any more 
taxes thah at present. 

Then he said the bill’s critics 
were attempting to “play upon a 
widespread misapprehension of the 
nature of corporate surpluses.” As- 
serting that surpluses were carried 
on the liability side of a corpora- 
tion’s balance sheet, he said its 
ability to meet a depression was 
not determined by the size of sur- 
plus but total assets of a corpora- 
tion as compared with its obliga- 
tions. 

“Simply Didn’t Work.” 

“There are some who, though ad- 
mitting the inequities of the exist- 
ing system of corporation taxes, 
nevertheless defend it on the 
ground that the corporate sur- 
pluses that are thus built up free 
fromh surtaxes serve a public func 
tion by enabling corporations to 
maintain employment at a higher 
level than’ would .otherwise be >os- 
sible in periods of depression,” 
Haas testified. 

“Now, the most obvious fact bear- 
ing on this argument is that it 
simply did not work when the great- 
est depression this country has ever 
experienced came upon us.” 

Internal revenue figures show, he 
added, that “corporate surpluses in 
the aggregate have not been drawn 
down in fact to maintain employ- 
ment, dividend payments, and other 
disbursements during the bite nee 
tion.”

IN DETROWT BANK 


5 Men Flee in Waiting Auto— 
Two Customers Hurt When 
Bullet Hits Counter. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., May 1. — Four 
robbers armed with revolvers and 
an automatic rifle entered a branch 
of the Detroit Bank, . oldest de- 
pository in the city, fired one shot 
and escaped with $50,000 at 11 
o’clock today. They fled in a large 
sedan that had been parked in front 
of the bank with a fifth man at the 
wheel. 

The men entered the bank, which 
was crowded with customers, 
waved their weapons, and ordered 
everyone to stand clear. The man 
with the rifle fired a shot that 
splintered a marble counter, the 
fragments hitting two customers 
ahd cutting their hands. 

‘Then two of the men climbed 
the tellers’ cage and gathered up 
the $50,000 that had been placed 
there for cashing pay checks of em- 
ployes from nearby industrial 
plants. | 

“T was at a teller’s window paying 
a gas bill,” Harry Taylor, one of 
the injured customers, said. “Four 
men came in. They were dark and 
foreign looking. One of them had 
what looked like a machine gun in 
his hands. The others had revolvers 
They never said a word — just 
‘everybody lay down.’ 

“Two of the men scrambled over 
the partition dividing the lobby 
from thé teller’s ‘cages. The par- 
tition’ must be 15 feet high, but they 
went right over and scooped up 
money in a white cloth sack.” 

Highland Park police were ‘called 
to a drug store at the northern 
limits of the suburb just three 
minutes before the holdup oc- 
curred. The bank is in Detroit, 
however. Police suid they believed 
the call was intentionally placed in 
the belief it would pull police scout 
cars from the vicinity of the bank.

ADDIS ABABA, May 1—Em- 
peror Haile Selassie today ordered 
all able-bodied citizens in the vi- 
cinity of the Ethiopian capital to 
march north tomorrow in an at- 
temt to halt the advance of Italian 
troops. | 
The march to the north will. be 
led by Ras Getachou, The Emper- 
” recommended that his soldiers 
provisions sufficient to sus- 
par themselves for five days. 

The capital is now practically de- 
serted except for police to whom 
has been delegated the task of 
maintaining order in the city. 
Gen. Kornivaloff, adviser to Ras 
Kassa in part of the Makale cam- 
paign, said Emperor Haile Selassie 
had a narrow escape from death 
recently at the hands of Ethiopian 
rebels. He said the rebels fired into 
the imperial suite at Magdala, kill- 
ing the Emperor’s valet who was 
standing by his side, and also kill- 
ing the Emperor’s chamberlain. 
The Emperor, returning from the 
northern front, made a dramatic 
ehtrance late yesterday into Addis 
Ababa. He had camped at dawn in 
the Entotto Mountains, 10 miles 
from the city, where he summoned 
his cabinet and chief officers. He 
came to the capital late in the aft- 
ernoon, astonishing natives who had 
feared the Italians were ready to 
make their entrance. 

The Emperor first visited a 
church and then went to his old 
palace, where he conferred with of- 
ficials until a late hour. His ap- 
pearance was unchanged, and he 
was not disgui as Italian sources 
had reported. 

“The majority of our army is not 
destroyed, and the morale of the 
troops is excellent,” he told the As- 
gociated Press.

- LOS ANGELES, May 1.—The 


Townsend old-age pension investi- 
gation here was called off today 


for a congressional subcommittee’s 
immediate return to Washington to 
question Dr. Francis E. Townsend. 

“I want to get back in time to 
cross-examine Dr, Townsend when 
he takes the witness stand before 
the committee as a whole on May 
5,” said Representative Joseph Gav- 
agan (Dem.), New York. 

In two days of public hearings 
the investigators obtained this testi- 


mony: 
In one month, December, 1935, 
Townsend followers contributed 


$25,582.60 in the Southern California 

area. 

Dr. Townsend planned to use the 
pension movement merely as a 
springboard for building up a prof- 
itable national magazine. 

Was Unable to Pay Gas Bill. 

Dr. Townsend was extremely im- 
poverished, unable to pay gas and 
light bills at the time he started 
his movement for pensioning aged 
persons. Later, rich returns poured 
in. 

Testimony concerning Dr. Town- 
send’s financial condition was given 
by Pierre Tomlinson, city Board of 
Education engineer, 

Within a few months, the witness 
said, Townsend was reeeiving huge 
financial support ‘from followers 

and was beginning a lobby for 
pushing pension legislation through 
Congress, 

Tomlinson said he was hired by 
Dr. Townsend to promote the early 
campaign. 

“We Were to Set Him Up.” 

“We were to build Dr. Townsend 
up as a great leader,” he testified. 
“We were to set him up_on a pedes- 
tal. And we also agreed to hold 
him in the background.” 

“Why in the background?” Tom- 
linson was asked. : 

“Because he had a tendency t 
refute his own statements,” he re- 
plied. “The growth of membership 
‘was retarded by his contradictory 
' public statements.” 

Edward E. Gordon, Southern Cal- 
ifornia manager for Dr. Townsend, 
‘testified that since July, 1935, he 

* personally received $15,253.69. 

' Area managers throughout the 

nation, Gordon testified, receive 40 

per cent of new members’ dues, and 

20 per cent of the monthly quota 

of 10 cents a member. Managers 

are required to pay half the amount 

' to their organizers, he added...

ahead. 

The country is extremely wild, 
but ‘natives of the Galla region, in 
which the southwestward cotirse 
has thus far pursued, are friendly. 
All are heavily armed, but they sa- 
lute cheerfully and offer produce 
for sale. 

After days of eating dust, the re- 
spite here was extremely welcome. 
Planes overhead swooped low dur- 
ing the march, dropping supplies by 
parachutes. Slight rains added to 
the size of the Robi River, but did 
not deter the shouting soldiers 
from scrubbing themselves and 
their clothes and jumping in de- 
light in its muddy water all day 
long. 

While some troops washed, others 
hunted gazelles and other fresh 
meat for a campfire mess.

A permit to wreck the 20-room 
residence at 12 Westmoreland

Bagnell, banker and railroad build- 
er, was issued yesterday by the 
Building Commissioner’s office. 

It will be the second mansion in 
the exclusive place to be torn down, 
the first being the old Joseph D. 
Bascom home at 45 Westmoreland, 
razinggof which was completed 10 
days ago. Purpose of wrecking in 
both cases was to save taxes on the 
vacant and antiquated structures— 
about $350 a year on. the Bagnell 
home and $450 on the Bascom. _ 
The Bagnell place, the fifth house 
west of Kingshighway on the south 
side, was built by 
years ago and the three-story, red 
brick structure was the scene of 
many important social affairs of 
the last generation. 

The present owner, Mrs. Sally 
Adams Bagnell, widow of William 
Bagnell, has lived in Ladue Vil- 
lage ‘since shortly after her hus- 
band’s death in 1926. The house 
was occupied by a new owner for 
several years, but was returned to 
the Bagnell estate under foreclosure 
about three years ago and has since 
been vacant, 

Robert A. Bagnell, son of Mrs. 
Bagnell, said the residence had be- 
come somewhat run down and was 
unmarketable because of its size 
and old-fashioned architecture. 
There are no immediate plans for 
use of the 100-foot lot, Bagnell said. 

The Bascom home, the fifth east 
of Union on the north side, was 
sold to a real estate concern after 
the death of Mrs. Marty F. Bascom, 
widow of Joseph Bascom, a founder 
of the Broderick & Bastom Rope 
Co., in 1933.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1— 

“Box-Back” Harry Miller, -well 

known around Grand and Olive in 

St. Louis, who was sent up to Jef- 

ferson City for five years for first- 

degree robbery, didn’t get the spe- 
cial privileges ‘which his status as 

a regular worker for the Demo- 


‘cratic party entitled him: to, in his 


opinion, and what is more he has 
been denied what he says he. bought 
and paid for—a parole. Therefore 
he began to talk. He talked to 
much and to so many people that 
at length his complaint reached the 
“outside” and a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, with the result that this “in- 
side story,” aypical of the practi- 
cality that sometimes exists in city 
politics comes out. 

The story revolves around a let- 
ter written by Warden Henry C. 
O’Meara of the St. Louis jail to a 
prison official bespeaking friendly 
treatment for “Box Back,” and a 
check for $500 sent: by the convict 
to Warden O’Meara. O’Meara’s dis- 
claimer in the matter of the check 
may be entered right here. He says 
it was merely-a routine thing for 
the check to be made payable to 
him and that he indorsed it to a 
lawyer retained by Miller to work 
for a parole. 

The Story From the Beginning. 

Be that as it may, it makes no 
difference in the story which, to be- 
gin at the beginning, is as follows: 

Miller, who has done time in Ohio, 
Nebraska, Kentucky, Michigan and 


Kansas, operated a saloon and small 


hotel in the 2900 block on Olive 
street off and on in recent years, 
and in June, 1934, pleaded guilty of 


holding up a handbook and a res- 
taurant in St. Louis with a pistol 


in his hand. On his record, he 
might have been charged under the 
habitual criminal act and _  sen- 


tenced for life, but he was permit- 


ted to plead guilty and got off with 
a five-year term. 

When he entered the penitentiary 
“on the chain”—that is, in the line 
of prisoners sent up periodically 
from St. Louis, he carried a pre- 
cious document, the es%nce of 


which was this: 


My dear sir: 

The holder of this, Mr. Harry 
Miller, has been an active work- 
er for the Democratic party 
around Grand and Olive street 
in St. Louis for the past 20 years, 
and was behaving himself prop- 
erly wntil our ~-mutual friend, 
Jhon Piper, took him off the 
straight and narrow path. Any- 
thing you can do for him will be 
greatly. appreciated by myself 
and hy quite a few other friends 


as well. 


Very sincerely yours, 
CAPT.

How- 
ever, these officials said, the scheme 
was detected and the record now 
shows that he is not only physical- 
ly fit in every way but,is in good 
health and working every day.

, Food Available. 

The foodstuffs availabie for dis- 
tribution as surplus commodities, the 
Post-Dispatcs iearned on inquiry at 
Jefferson City,’ are canned beef, 
flour, dried peas, beans and prunes, 
and rolled oats. The Missouri Re- 
lief Commission also has some 
éanned soup stocks, but not enough 
for general distribution, and the 
soup stocks have been used for 
school luncheons. . 

Miss Lucille Bruner, acting direc- 
tor of Social Service for the Relief 
Commission, conceded that the food 
available did not constitute a “bal- 
anced” diet. . 


“Of course,” she said, “it isn’t 
anything like: what they ought to 
have for any long period of time. 
They need sugar, fats, butter, lard, 
milk and perhaps coffee, but those 
are things we simply do not have. 
What we do have, however, is a very 
considerable help in supplementing 
other assistance. In the rural areas 
now they have their garden vege- 


.tables to help out, but, of course, 


it’s different in the cities.” 

The amount of surplus commodi- 
ties to be allotted to Missouri this 
month will be determined in, Wash- 
ington on the basis of the estimated 
relief load, Miss Bruner said. That 
estimate is usually compiled about 
the fifth of each month. 

Reply to Gov. Park. 

Replying to the letter of Gov. 
Park, in which he outlined to Dean 
Sidney E. Sweet his reasons for re- 
fusing to call a special session of 
the Legislature to appropriate addi- 
tional money for relief, the Per- 
manent Council on Relief Needs 
today issued a statement that the 
Governor’s letter “beclouds’ the 
main issue.” 

“We are not interested in wheth- 
er or not St. Louis has received its 
fair share of the State funds for 
relief,” the letter said. “The issue 
is that thousands of people in Mis- 
souri, in and out of St. Louis, are 
starving.” 

“The statement of the council, 
which is an organization of unem- 
ployed, labor, church .and social 
service groups, was signed by its 
chairman, Dr. Sol Londe, a ges 
cian. 

“The Governor’s statement tha 
the relief situation in Missouri is 
not acute generally is not founded 
on fact,” the statement said. “Out- 
side of St. Louis, which still has a 
fund to care for-some of its needy 
in a meager fashion, no community 
with two exceptions has taken any 
measure to care for these people. 
In addition, those working on WPA 
in St. Louis-are in most instances 
earning only $55 per month, while 
outside of St. Louis, many of those 
working on WPA are receiving as 
low as $35 per month. . These star- 
vation wages are far below the 
amount necessary for a minimum 
standard of health and decency. 
These people are also sorely in need 
of additional relief. 

Problem of Unemployment. 

“The problem of unemployment 
has not ceased to be a State-wide 
problem. We have previously point- 
ed out to the Governor that it is 
generally accepted that the’ eco- 
nomic forces responsible for unem- 
ployment operate on both State- 
wide and nation-wide scales. These 
forces have not ceased to operate. 
Unemployment is not decreasing, 
despite the so-called business im- 
provements that the . Governor 
speaks about. Because of these 
facts ‘it is impossible for localities 
to deal with the relief problem un- 
aided. The State and Federal gov- 
ernments have wider fields of tax-

“We wish again to call attention 
to the fact that the sales tax is not 
the most equitable form of taxation. 
It is unfair in that it places the 
burden on the poor and the starv- 
ing. May we point out that recent 
corporation and individual income 
returns in Missouri. show an in- 
crease? Also, that a measureable 
increase in taxation on these in- 
comes would be the fairest means 
for raising funds for relief pur- 
poses ? 

“We reiterate that the responsi- 
bility for the starvation of thou- 
sands of-unfortunate people in this 
State still rests with its chief ex- 


ecutive.” : 


2561 WPA Workers Dropped in 19 
Days. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion in St. Louis and the county 
dropped 2561 workers between April 
10 and April 29, Joseph A. Amend, 
district WPA director, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. Fur- 
ther reductions in the- 24,813 now at 
-work will probably total 2000 by 
July 1, he added. 

During the first 28 days of the 
month the payroll of the agency 
was $1,537,110. In the preceding 
m@gnth, when the employment peak 
of 31,672 workers in the city and 
county was reached, the total pay- 
roll expenditure was about $1,900,- 
000, Amend said. 

Of the number dropped during 
April 1355 were dismissed outright, 
some with the offer of jobs in CCC 
camps or in the Government camps 
for workers engaged in improve- 
ment of recreational facilities in 
State parks, others because of 
efficiency or refusal to work. A 
few of the number dismissed were 
women without dependents for 
whom jobs were available as do- 
mestics, Amend said, adding that 
“very few in al]. have gone because 
of inefficiency.” 

Only single persons. have. been 
sdismissed in compliance with the 
recent order of State Administra- 
tor Matthew S. Murray that the 
staff throughout the State be re- 
duced by 25,000 persons, according 
to Amend: He said of the others in 
the April reduction, 129 had been 
assigned to undertakings of other 
Government agencies, 341 had quit, 
saying they had found jobs in pri- 
vate industry, and 736 had’ stopped 
work without comment. 


U. S. Officials Put Missouri Relief 
Burden on Governor. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Respon- 
sibility for providing relief funds 
for St. Louis was up to Gov. Park 
today, with Harry L. Hopkins, 
WPA Administrator, and other 
Federal officials insisting that the 
State has “ample powers to supple- 
ment the relief need.”

cember that the Federal Govern- 
ment cease all direct relief, Hop- 
kins and President Roosevelt have 
refused ‘pleas from a dozen states 
for additional funds to care for

She en- 
tered school in the fifth grade in 
Mountain Park, Ok., stayed there 
two years and then took her sev- 
enth-grade work in Arapaho, Ok. 

Disagreed With Teacher. 

The family moved to Davidson in 
the same state and there she and 
the teacher disagreed over how to 
work fractions. As a result she 
dropped out and never took eighth- 
grade work. But she was allowed 


she did so well she became class 
valedictorian. 

She returned to Mountain Park 
for the first two years of high 
school. There were only four other 
students in the school and the 6ur- 
riculum was necessarily limited. 
She had no foreign languages or 
sciences, circumstances which led to 
difficulties when she entered the 
university. 

A third year of high school in 
Hobart, @k., ended her education 
for 12 years. Her family moved to 
New York and she became an at- 
torney’s secretary. Then she mar- 
ried a college graduate, Hale Towne, 
a statistician. 

Wed to’ Chicago U. Graduate.

Came the 
first grades, an A, two B’s and two 
C’s, not exceptional but above aver- 
age. Each semester’ thereafter 
they went up until last semester 
she made straight A’s. : 

“During dull lectures I often 
planned the evening meal,” she re- 
lated. But most of the school work 
she found interesting, particularly 
after she got acquainted with her 
instructors and fellow students. 
During the summer she caught up 
on her housework when her hus- 
band was away taking summer 
courses at Rutgers. While she was 
in school a maid did the housework 
in their tastily-furnished apartment 
at 6218 Southwood avenue. But she 
does the marketing, most of the 
cooking and sews buttons on her 
husband’s shirts. 

For relaxation she.collects beer 
bottle .abels and hopes to use them 
eventually in decorating a rathskel- 
ler. Her interest in economics has 
steadily grown so that now she 
wants to get a doctorate in that 
field and perhaps teach. Her hus- 
band thinks it’s a good idea.

It is so 
far better than that of any other 
country that no comparison is pos- 


sible.”

But the 
curtailment could be fairly accu- 
rately gauged by a study of Euro- 
pean lines where ther are practical- 
ly no aids.” 

A certain percentage of flights 
would be curtailed or prevented al- 


together, Miss Earhart declared, 


but she added that it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to estimate ‘hat 
percentage. 

“After all,” she said, smiling at 
Senator Copeland, “there were no. 
aids over the Atlantic that I can re- 
call. Nor were there any aids 
over the Pacific.” Miss Earhart 
was the first woman to fly the At- 
lantic, going as a passenger. Sev- 
eral years later she piloted her own 
pane in a flight to the Hawaiian 
Islands.

Hearing of the suit by two St. 
Louis planing mills for a perma- 
nent injunction to restrain the Car- 
penter’s District Council from en- 
forcing a rule requiring the union 
label on mill products handled by 
union carpenters was resumed to- 
day before Circuit Judge John W. 
Joynt. 

The hearing began April 22 and 
was continued until yesterday, when 
Adolph Schmidt, vice-president of 
the Frank Schmidt Planing Mill 
Co., 2736 Victor street, one of the 
plaintiffs,, took the witness stand. 


1898, operated on the “open shop” 
plan, along without about 24 other 
mills. There are about five “closed 
shop” mills in the city, according to 
Schmidt, who said that, until this 
year, 75 per cent of his business was 
with union contractors. 

Following adoption last January 
by the Carptener’s District Council 
of a rule requiring the union label 
on millwork, George Orris and Wal- 
ter Gebelein, union representatives, 
called on him and discussed a labor 
agreement, Schmidt testified. “I 
told them,” Schmidt related, “that I 
was interested in meeting competi- 
tion, and that we would be unable 
to meet it as a closed shop. Orris 
replied that we would not have any 
competition as a union shop, be- 
cause their men only worked ‘on 
union products.” ‘ Schmidt added 
that prior to the business depres- 
sion his firm did $200,000 gross an- 
nual business, while the present 
gross figure was about $40,000 a 
year. 

Allen B. Gamble, head of the 
Gamble Construction Co. a cus- 
tomer of the Schmidt Planing Mill, 
testified that the dispute over the

Three dead, 100 injured and heavy | 
property damage were reported fo- 
day in the district in Northwest 
lowa and Southern Minnesota which 
was swept by a tornado yesterday. 
The storm followed a course a quar- 
ter-mile wide over a 50-mile stretch. 

The dead: 

Mrs. Julius Heuer, 35 years old, 
a farmer’s wife, Everly, Ia.; Her- 
man Roskené, 18, farm hand, Ter- 
race Park, Ia.; Ray Schelmeski, 19, 
Fairmont, Minn. Another youth 
was reported to have been killed 
in the Terrace Park area. 

Duane Ringler, 5, of Milford, Ia., 
his skull fractured, was not expect- 
ed to live. ‘At least seven other 
persons were seriously injured. 

Terrace Park, a section of Iowa’s 
“summer playground” on West 
Okoboji Lake, was in ruins. 

Sheldon, Ia., Struck First. 

The storm struck first at Shel- 
don, Ia., but wrought comparatively 
little damage. Ita terrific force 
first was felt at Everly, 25 miles 


straight east. The storm then fol- 


lowed a zig-zag course northeast 
to Terrace Park, 15 miles southeast 
of here, jumped to Estherville to 
the northeast, and went on to Fair- 
mont, where it spent,its force. 

Hundreds of small buildings in 
the path of the storm were demol- 
ished or swept away. Several large 
buildings were torn from their 
foundations, one being thrown into 
the street at Estherville. 
- Power and communication lines 
snapped. Trees were swept into 
the air. Flying branches and deb- 
ris littered the ground in the 
storm’s path. A heavy hail and 
rainstorm smashed hundreds of 
windows. Heavy livestock damage 
was reported. 

Destruction in Minnesota.

Convicted of Illegally Ac- 
cepting $1500 from Man- 
ganese Firm While On 


Government Duty. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May § 1.—Col. 
Joseph I, McMullen was convicted 
last night of improperly accepting 
a fee from a private corporation 
while on active duty in the War De- 
partment. 

A District of Columbia Supreme 
Court jury returned the _ verdict 
after four hours’ deliberation. 
Justice O’Donoghue deferred sen- 
tence pending a motion for a new 
trial. Col. McMullen was released 
on $2000 bond. 

McMullen, a veteran of the Judge 
Advocate General’s office had been 
on trial for four days. The jury 
heard testimony that he accepted 
$1000 from the Cuban - American 
Manganese Corporation for help in 
defeating a proposed tax on man- 


ganese imports in April, 1932. Of- 
ficials of the company testified they 
paid the officer $500 additional as 
a retainer for services during May 
and June of the same year. ; 

McMullen denied the charges 
and testified that while he accepted 
the money it was considered “as re- 
tainer for future services.” 

Gevernment witnesses testified 
that McMullen had misled officers 
of the private firm in regard to 
his army status. McMullen also 
denied that. 

McMullen was tried under a sec- 
tion of the criminal code which for- 
bids government ofticers to accept 
fees from a private firm in connec- 
tion with matters in which the 
United States is interested. A maxi- 
mum penalty of two years’ impris- 
onment, a $10,000 fine, and dis- 
qualification from Goverment serv- 
ice is provided, 

He recently was convicted by 
court martial of dishonorable con- 
auct for accepting two round trip 
tickets from Washington to San 
Francisco from Joseph Silverman 
Jr., dealer in surplus army goods. 

The Army court sentenced him 
to be demoted to the bottom of the 
list of colonels, to forfeit $150 pay 
per month for two years and to be 
reprimanded by Secretary of War 
Dern.

HOW VETERANS MAY GET 
CASH FOR BONUS BONDS 


WASHINGTON, May 1—Postal 
officials said. today that machinery 
had been set up to assure quick 
payment of bonus money to war 
veterans who desire to cash their 
bonds after they are distributed in 


June. 
The Veterans’ Administration cer- 


tifies the veterans’ application to 


the Treasury Department. The 
Treasury Department makes out an 
order for the proper number of $50 
bonds, plus a check to cover any 
odd amount. These are sent to the 
Federal Reserve Bank in the veter- 
ans’ district. The Federal Reserve 
Bank makes up a bundle for each 
veteran, containing as many $50 


|+bonus bonds as the veteran is to 


get, plus the check to cover the 
odd amount, 

On June 15 these pack:ages will 
start to move to veterans, through 
the registered letter service of the 
Postoffice Department. Postmas- 
ters have been instructed to deliver 
these packages only to the veteran 
named on the package, even though 
the package may be addressed in 
care of another person, firm, hotel 
or company. If. the veteran has 


jdied or moved out of the postof- 


fice’s jurisdiction, the package will 
be returned to the Keserve Bank. 

As soon as a veteran receives his 
bonds, he may take them to his 
local postoffice and apply for cash 
payment. The local Postmaster will 
forward the bonds to the nearest 
paying center, and a Government 
check will be sent.

He Wonders How Wages and 
Hours Can Be Controlled 
Under Constitution. 


By the Associated Press. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 1.—Ap- 
pealing for opposition to any con- 
stitutional amendment which would 
depart from the “original purposes 
and ideals” of that document, Jou- 
ett Shouse, president of the Ameri- 
can Liberty League, asserted last 
night that such a change would in- 
volve the establishment of a new 
form of government. 

“We have heard in recent re- 
sponsible utterances frequent hints 
of a return to the program of that 
Recovery Act which the courts de- 
etroyed,” he said in an address be- 
fore the American-Whig Cliosophic 
Societies of Princeton University. 
“We have heard new proposals of 
price-fixing and control of wages 
and hours. 

“It is with deep concern that we 
note in these suggestions no men- 
tion of a constitutional amendment 
to make them legal powers of the 
Federal Government. 

“It isvhardly conceivable that any 
attempt is to be made to restore 
methods of Federal control that al- 
ready have been condemned. But 
if such restoration is contemplated 
it is within our right to demand 
that those plans be embodied in a 
definitely written amendment to 
the Constitution and that, in the 
usual course, the amendment shall 
be submitted to the people. They 
alone must cHoose.”’ 

Calling attention to the Supreme 
Court’s invalidation of New Deal 
measures, and ‘ensuing “protests 
from the President, members of his 
cabinet and members of both 
houses of Congress.” Shouse assert- 
ea that rhe power of the courts 
must go unreduced, if constitution- 
al guarantees are to exist. 

“Always the people of the United 
States—but they alone—have the 
right to change the Constitution,” 
he said. “There have arisen condi- 
tions in the past which made 
amendments desirable and _ such 
‘changes in the charter have been 
accomplished in the manner set 
forth in the Constitution itself. A 
sharp distinction must be drawn, 
however, between amendments 
which merely accommodate the 
Constitution to changing economic 
or social conditions and amend- 
ments which propose to so change 
our economic system that its orig- 
inal purposes and ideals would be 
destroyed.” 

In a message read by Gordon A. 
Craig, president of the societies, 
President Roosevelt declared: 
“Whatever conditions abroad may 
be we remain in America a nation 
of free men in free debate. Our 
choice of men and measures is 
based upon our own volition. 

“America has grown and thriven 
under the two-party system. That 
system is well represented in minia- 
ture by Whig and Cliosophic ... It 
is through our system of free de- 
bate that men and women may de- 
cide in which program lies the 
greatest promise for life and work, 
for self-respect and usefulness.” ~

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Misfor- 
tune (apparently answering the 
name Jake) cracked down on the 
Detroit Tigers again yesterday, this 
time putting Manager Mickey 
Cochrane out of the lineup for sev- 
eral days with an injured foot. 

Cochrane’s foot injury was dis- 
closed today as a bruise which will 
keep him off the diamond not more 
than four days, physicians reported. 
An x-ray examination showed no 
fracture. 

Their slugging first baseman, 
Hank Greenberg, suffered a wrist 
fracturd the day before when he 
collided with Outfielder Jake Pow- 
ell of the Washington Senators and 
probably will be out of the game 
for six weeks. 

Before yesterday's game Coch- 
rane expressed the hope that de- 
ppite the loss of Greenberg, his club 
would be able to stick in the first 
division. 

Then he tangled with Jake. At 
bat at the time, Powell fouled a 
fast one which caught Cochrane 
right on the left instep. 

“Greenberg's loss,” Mickey was 
saying before his own accident, 
“comes as a tough break for us, 
but I hope we'll be able to hold 
our own without him. His punch 
will be missed but the rest of the 
gang is hitting well and timely. 

“This may mean that we won't 
do much advancing until we have 
the use of his great punch again, 
but there’s one thing sure, we're 
going to hang on to our first di- 
vision post. Then, we won't ‘have 
60 much ground to make up.” 

Greenberg Goes to Detroit.

Simmons, accustomed to hitting 
fourth “with Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago but dropped to fifth with the 
world’s champions, carried a life- 
time batting average above .350 
away from the A’s but ran into a 
hitting slump at Chicago.

Your eye is on the ball until the 
last possible moment, and after it 
is hit, you remind yourself to anti- 
cipate the return, not just standing 
until you see where the return shot 
is coming. All these things the sim- 
ple phrase of “every shot” reminds 
you to do. 


Of course, you cannot do it all 
perfectly or exactly right each time; 
but the reminder keeps you from 
being worse than you need be, at 
least. Sometimes you can concen- 
trate without a reminder; but at 
other times you must tell yourself 
to concentrate because of the fact 
that you are playing on a new 
court, or against a new opponent, 
or because some incident has hap- 
pened in the match which has 
broken your train of thought. Or 
even because the audience is for- 
eign to you, and very’ evidently, 
even audibly, wants their player to 
defeat you. 


This is what I mean by the sim- 
plication of things by using con- 
centration. If you have faith in it, 
the difficulties disappear in the 
phrase “every shot.” What, indeed, 
does anything matter, either during 
the match or after, if you have 
done as well as you are able on 
“every shot”? Defeat may bring 
disappointment but not regret, if 
one has concentrated conscientious-

ROWING TITLE 
GOAL OF COACH 

OF CALIFORNIA 


By the Associated Press. 

BERKLEY, Cal., May 1.—Frail, 
bespectacled Caroll (Ky) Ebright, 
who never pulled an oar except at 
a Sunday picnic but in a dozen 
years has become a genius of mod- 
ern rowing, is aiming for a third 
straight Olympic crown. At this

the Coalesced Co., for $517,278, and 
now is “definitely not for sale.” 
The Government's principal crit- 
icism of Mellon’s claimed loss on 
sale ‘of this stock was based on 
testimony that the former secre- 
tary had, a short time previously, 
refused $10,000,000 for 100,000 shares 
of the same stock from Frank E, 
Taplin, wealthy coal operator. 
“Passing on His Wealth.” 
Transfer of the coal stock to the 
Coalesced Co. through the Union 
Trust Co. was described by the 
Government as “an integral part” 
of Mellon’s plan “whereby he was 
passing on to his son and daughter 
the greater part of his wealth in 
order to avoid the later imposition 
of gift, estate or inheritance taxes, 
and (b) to register fictitious tax 
losses in instances where the mar- 
ket quotation of securities so passed 
on was less than Mr. Mellon’s cost 
basis at the time of the transfer 


In this connection, the Govern- 
ment also contended the incorpora- 
tion pf the Ascalot Co., officered 
and directed solely by Mellon’s chil- 
dren and employes, was “merely 
incidental” to his plan for transfér- 
ring his fortune to his children. 


Melion Paintings Trust. 

Concernipg Mellon’s deduction 
from his income tax return of the 
value of five paintings alleged to 
have been given to the A. W. Mel- 
lon Educational and Charitable 
Trust, the Government contended 
the deduction was invalid because 
“many of the paintings are still 
exclusively in the possession of A. 
W. Mellon or his daughter in their 
respective residences.” 

“We have a ‘charitable and educa- 
tional trust,’” the brief said, “that 
has never allowed its educational 
material to be viewed by anyone 
except the Mellon family and their 
guests, paintings claimed to be de- 
voted to an educational purpose 
that are no more beneficial—so far 
as the public is concerned—than is 
the Mellon family silver.”

If your breakfasts or your im- 
promptu party meals are in danger 
of falling by the wayside because of 
too little interest you can swing 
them up to the peak of popularity, 
with family and friends, by intro- 
ducing new hot breads, or lacking 
that, the old hot breads done in a 
new manner. . 

Food May Be Simple. 

It matters not how plain and 
simple the food may be, a plate of 
fried biscuits peeping out from a 
napkin covering, corn muffins that 
are different or slices of bread 
that contain the rich and flavorful 
peanut, these will provide the prop- 
er accent for your meal. 

For breakfast try frying biscuits 
on the griddle instead of baking 
them in the oven. They are not 


quite as crusty this way as the 
ovenbaked kind but they are de- 
licious and simply shout aloud for 
sweet butter and syrup or honey. 

Here are some recipes for hot 
breads that are guaranteed to place 
the proper accent on meals: 

Fried Biscuits.

Mix and sift together the dry in- 
gredients and cut in the shortening, 
working until the mixture is like 
coarse cornmeal. Add enough milk 
to make a soft dough and turn out 
onto a floured board. Roll to about 
half-inch thickness, cut with a bis- 
cuit cutter and bake on a griddle, 
turning on both sides until a deli- 
cate brown. Split and butter and 
serve hot. 

Corn Muffins. 

Two cups flour 

Three tablespoons sugar 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Three tablespoons melted butter 

One egg slightly beaten 

One and one-fourth cups canned 
corn chowder. 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients 
into a mixing bowl. Combine the 
corn chowder, beaten egg and melt- 
ed butter and pour over flour. Stir 
just enough to moisten the flour, 
fill greased muffin tins two-thirds 
full and bake in a hot oven (425 de- 
grees) for 25 minutes. 

Peanut Bread. 

Two cups flour 

One-half cup sugar 

Two teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One-half cup chopped peanuts 

One egg 

One-half eup milk °* 

Two tablespoons melted shorten- 
ng. 

Sift the flour, sugar, baking pow- 
der and salt together. Add the pea- 
nuts. Beat the egg, add the milk 
and shortening. Add to dry in- 
gredients, mixing only enough to 
moisten the ingredients. Bake in 
greased loaf pan in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) 50 minutes. 

Hot Peanut Biscuits. 

Two cups flour 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Four tablespoons shortening 

One-half cup chopped peanuts 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Sift the flour, baking powder and 
salt together. Cut in the shortening 
and add the peanuts. Add the milk 
to form a soft dough. Roll out one- 
half inch thick and bake in hot 


oven (425 degrees) 12 to 15 min- 
utes.

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VERSATILE VEGETABLE 


Most Delicious When Not 
Over Cooked and May Be 
Served in Many Ways. 


‘Onions are a much-maligned veg- 
etable. They are, despite their rep- 
utation, one of the best all-year veg- 
etables that are inexpensive. From 
the scientific standpoint, onions 
furnish a certain amount of iron 
and minerals and are one of the 
sources of Vitamin C. 

To the cook who does not always 
consider the scientific side of foods, 
onions have many virtues. They im- 
part a flavor to meat and seups that 
cannot be equaled. A few drops of 
onion juice in a dressing for salad 
will give zest to the most lackadai- 
sacal of them. And if you can pic- 
ture a contented male eating steak 
without onions, you have a splen- 
did imagination. 

Do Not Overcook. 

When the aroma of onions pene- 
trates the furthest reaches of the 
house you may be sure that you are 
over-cooking them. Cook only long 
enough until they can be pricked 
with a fork. Over-cooked onions 
become dingy and flabby, two char- 
acteristics which make even the 
best food unpalatable. Cook them 
in boiling salted water, covered, 
and you will find that they have a 
delicious flavor. 

There are so many ways of pre- 
paring onions palatably. They may 
be creamed, scalloped, baked or 
fried and are truly a versatile veg- 
etable. 

Stuffed Onions. 

Peel six large flat onions. Par- 
boil in salted water for 30 minutes. 
Remove and cool before taking out 
part of the center. Fill with sau- 
sage meat, grated cheese, chicken or 
sliced mushrooms, set in a baking 
dish with a small amount of water, 
sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
bake in a moderate oven until the 
onions are soft. Milk may be useg 
instead of water. 

Baked Onions. 

Eighteen small onions. 

Six cups boiling water. 

One tablespoon butter, melted. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Three-fourths cup catsup. 

One cup water. 

Peel onions and cook, uncovered, 
in boiling water for 10 minutes. 
Drain. Put in baking dish, Pour 
over onions a mixture of melted 
butter, sugar, catsup and _ water. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 degrees 
Farenheit) 45 minutes, or until ten- 
der. Baste onions with the sauce 
in dish at 15-minute intervals dur- 
ing the baking. Serve with meat

Not all is dessert that is labeled 
pie. Of course, the first thing that 
comes to mind when the word pie 
is mentioned is a succulent deep 
dish apple pie or a picture of a 
cream-filled meringue topped crust 
of crisp gold. _ 

Pie Makes a Meal. 

A vegetable or meat pie topped 
with a biscuit, pastry or mashed 
potato crust, may be the main part 
of a meal. A savory accompani- 
ment, a dainty salad and a dessert, 
and there is your meal. If you use 
a biscuit crust make the usual 
recipe and put the biscuits on top 
of the pie after it has baked for 
about 15 minutes. 

Shepherd’s pie is a stew with a 
crisp crust of your own choosing. 
The nice part of these pies is that 
they are all in one dishes a bit 
daintier looking and more appetiz- 
ing than the usual stew that follows 
feasting. 

There are a number of recipes 
given below and some unusual ac- 
companiments for different meat 
and vegetable pies. 


Pork Pie. 


One tablespoon fat. 

One onion. . 

One pound pork shoulder, 
cooked. 

Two.cups tomato. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

Two cups cooked rice. 

Melt fat, add sliced onion, add 
meat which has been cut into small 
pieces and stir until red color dis- 
appears. Add tomato and seasoning 
after onion is browned, and heat 
through. Grease a baking dish, put 
in layer of rice, then add meat and 
gravy and cover with rice dotted 
with fat. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 30 #£=+—minutes. 
Serves six. 


Chicken Pot Pie. 


Two cups cooked chicken cut in 
pieces. 

One teaspoon cornstarch. 

One and one-half cups milk. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt, 

Dash of pepper. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Three unbaked baking powder 
biscuits. 

Combine ingredients, except bis- 
cuits, aand turn into greased cas- 
serole. Bake in hot oven (425 de- 
grees F.) 25 minutes, stirring twice 
during first 10 minutes. Place bis- 
cuits on top of pie after it has 
baked 10 minutes; return to oven 
and bake 12 to 15 minutes longer.

Rice and Vegetable. Casserole. 

One cup rice. 

One small turnip, cubed. 

One cup canned peas. 

One cup canned tomatoes. 

One onion, sliced. 

Four potatoes, thinly sliced. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon allspice. 

Four cups brown stock. 

Wash. rice thoroughly. Put in- 
gredients, except stock, in alternate 
layers in casserole, pour on stock, 
and cook until rice is tender, in 
slow oven (325 degrees.) Serves 
six. 


»aked Bananas. 
(To Accompany. Meat Pie.) 
Select firm, partially ripe or yel- 
low-ripe bananas; peel and arrange 
in a shallow baking pan. Brush 
with melted butter, sprinkle lightly. 
with salt, and bake in a moderately 
hot oven (375 degrees) for 10 to 15 
minutes or until tender. Serve very 
hot. : 
Fruit Waldorf Salad. 
(To Serve with a Pie Dinner.) 
Two cups apples, diced. 
Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
One-half cup celery, diced. 
One-half cup mayonnaise. 
One cup oranges, diced. 
One-fousth cup dates, sliced. 
Marinate apples in lemon juice; 
combine with other fruits and 
blend with mayonnaise. Serve on 
crisp lettuce.

Add 
one well beaten egg, two table- 
spoons butter, two or three table- 
spoons lemon juice, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon sugar and 
a few grains paprika.

EQUIPMENT FOR STRAWBERRY 
TIME IS HERE 


There is nothing like prepared- 
ness if you want to look forward 
to strawberry jam and jelly for the 
winter’s pancakes, waffles and bis- 
cuits. Strawberry time will soon 
be here, so you'd better drag out 
all the appurtenances of jelly mak- 
ing. 


Sliced Strawberry Jam. 

Four and one-haif cups (two Ibs.) 
prepared ‘fruit. 

Seven cups (three Ibs.) sugar. 

One-half bottle fruit pectin. 

To prepare fruit, cut about two 
quarts fully ripe berries in halves 
lengthwise; cut large berries in 
quarters. Measure sugar and pre- 
pared fruit, solidly packed, into 
large kettle; mix well and bring to 
a full rolling boil over hottest fire. 
Stir constantly before and while 
boiling. Boil hard three minutes. 
Remove from fire and stir in bot- 
tled fruit pectin. Then stir and 
skim by turns for just five minutes 
to cool slightly, to prevent floating 
fruit. Pour quickly. Paraffin hot 
jam at once. Makes about 10 
glasses (6 fluid ounces each). 

Strawberry Jelly. 

Four cups (two lbs.)sberry juice. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Eight cups (three and one-half 
lbs.) sugar. 

One bottle fruit pectin. 

To prepare juice, crush thorough- 
ly or grind about three quarts fully 
ripe berries. Place fruit in jelly 
cloth or bag and squeeze out juice. 
Squeeze and strain juice from one 
medium lemon. 

Measure sugar and fruit juices 
into large saucepan and mix. Bring 
to boil over hottest fire and at 
once add bottled fruit pectin, stir- 
ring constantly. Then bring to a 
full rolling boil and boil hard one- 
half minute. Remove from fire, 
skim, pour quickly. Paraffin hot 
jelly at once. Makes about 12 
glasses (six fluid ounces each.) 


MEAT PIE 


Three cups cooked meat, cut in 
small pieces 

Two medium-sized onions, diced 

One cup cooked carrots, sliced 

Three cups mashed potatoes 

Two tablespoons flour 

One cup meat stock or water 

Salt 

Pepper. 

Combine meat, onion and carrots 
and place in a casserole or baking 
dish. Season with salt and pepper. 
Mix the flour with cold meat stock 
or water and pour over meat mjx- 
ture. Pile mashed potatoes on top 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
the meat is thoroughly heated and 
the mashed potatoes are browned. 


BEAN SPROUTS 


One-fourth pound bacon 

One teaspoon vinegar 

Three cups bean sprouts 

One cup cheese, grated. 

Chop bacon and fry until done. 
Remove from fire and add vinegar. 
Heat bean sprouts and drain. Pile 
in a platter, sprinkle cheese over 
top, then pour the bacon mixture 
over the top of all and place under 
the broiler for a few minutes to 
melt cheese.

GROWING CHILDREN 
KE NEW FOODS 


The “Must” Foods Should Be 
Served in Different Ways 
to Hold Interest. 


Child Health day comes but once 
a year by presidential proclamation, 
but to mothers of small children it 
comes every day and May 1 is only 
official recognition. Recognizing 


taining child health begins at home 
modern mothers study diet essen- 
tials and put this knowledge into 
practice. 
There isn’t a mother alive today 
who has not at some time experi- 
enced the difficulty of inducing a 
child to eat thé food that is good 
for him. Loading a child’s _ plate 
with food is a very poor beginning, 
since children require about one- 
third the serving that an adult 
needs. 
duce the refractory child to tuck 
away the food which is causing the 
trouble. 

Food Disguises. 
Disguises may be considered bad 
psychology by some educators, but 
they do the trick and certainly, 
spinach by any other name is just 
as healthful. Encouraging a child 
to help himself rather than allow- 
ing him to sit with his mouth open 
like a small robin waiting for f 
to be popped in is another goo 
idea. Children need and relish the 
independence that self-help gives 
them. 

There are some recipes adapted to 
the needs of small children: 

Cereal, vegetables and eggs are 
three of the “must” foods on the 
child’s list that require especial 
cooking. O@reals should be cooked 
in a double boiler for at least an 
hour for the very young child. Veg- 
etables should be cooked in slightly 
salted water until done, rubbed 
through a sieve and served with a 
little melted butter. 

‘ Eggs may be served coddled or 
poached. For the coddled egg, drop 
into boiling water to cover, remove 
from fire and let stand, covered, 
for five minutes. To poach an egg, 
break into a saucer, slip into boil- 
ing water, remove from flame and 
let stand covered for five minutes. 
Orange Milk Foam. 

Six tablespoons orange juice. 

Four tablespoons evaporated milk. 

Six tablespoons cold water. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

Mix all the ingredients, turn into 
a shaker and shake thoroughly. 
Serve in a large glass. Amount 
makes one serving. 

Peanut Cream Dressing. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Two tablespoons evaporated milk. 

Two tablespoons peanut butter. 

One-half tablespoon sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Mix al] the ingredients and beat 
until smooth and creamy. This is a 
good dressing for salad which has 
a definite place in the menu of the 
older child. 

Rainbow Salad. 

Two tablespoons plain gelatine. 

Six tablespoons cold water. 

One and one-half cups boiling wa- 
ter. 

One cup orange juice. 

Six tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-quarter cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup cooked peas. 

One cup cooked diced beets. 

One cup cooked diced carrots. 

Soak the gelatine in cold water 
for five minutes, then add to hot 
water and stir until dissolved. Add 
orange and lemon juice, sugar and 
salt and let stand until it begins to 
stiffen. Add the vegetables and 
pour into individual molds. This 
amount makes eight individual 
molds. 

For smaller amounts use one-half 
or one-fourth the amount of ingre- 
dients given above. 

Pot of Gold Dessert. 

Two egg yolks, beaten. 

One-third cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One cup orange juice. 

One cup rich milk or cream. 

Mix together thoroughly and 
cook in the upper part of a double 
boiler over hot water until thick- 
ened. Add one teaspoon. grated 
orange rind. Cool and turn into 
molds over orange slices. Chill and 
cover with a meringue made of two 
ege whites beaten stiff with four 
tablespoons sugar. 


SWEET HAS INTRIGUING NAME

Charlotte Russe, the sweet with 
the intriguing name, mukes a good 
icebox dessert in case you don’t 
want to build it up in sherbet 
glasses for individual service. Here 
is the recipe: 

Charlotte Russe. 

One envelope unflavored gelatine 

One-half cup sugar 

One-quarter teaspoon salt 

One and one-half cups warm milk 

One-half teaspoon vanilla 

One cup cream, whipped 

Three drops almond extract 

One-half teaspoon grated orange 
rind 

Lady fingers or strips of sponge 
cake. 

Dissolve the gelatine, salt and 
sugar in the milk. Chill and when 
slightly thickened fold in the 
whipped cream, flavoring and 
orange rind. Turn into a mold lined 
with lady fingers or slices of 
sponge cake and chill until firm. 
This amount serves eight.

Check of Diet Urged . 
For Child Health Day 


Growing Child Needs.Varied Diet Which Will 


Furnish All the 


Essentials 


for Healthy Growth. 


to what the children eat is the 

recommendation to young moth- 
ers from specialists in child nutri- 
tion, and this is g@ good thing to 
remember on Child Health day, 
suggests the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. We our- 
selves, when very young, may not 
have been invited to share the) va- 
rious fruits and garden vegetables 
and meats our elders ata; but the 
children of today are born into a 
different’ world. One thing that 
this world offers them is better 
health and sounder growth through 
better diet. _ 

A varied diet is the thing for 
children as well as for adults, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics. 
That means a well-balanced diet, 
including different types of food, 
to furnish the essential food mate- 
rials for all the different needs of 
the child’s growing body. The ma- 
terials are the same that every- 
body else requires—but with a more 
generous portion of milk and eggs, 
because these are foods richest in 
substances the child needs most. 

“The child probably does not, at 
first, ask for much variety. But 
he may be taught and easily taught, 
because the very young child has 
no food prejudices. Fdod likes are 
largely a matter of habit, built up 
through repeated happy experi- 
ences in tasting. Introduced to 
new foods one at a time and in 
small portions, the child soon ac- 
cepts them and wants them if they 
are offered in attractive form. He 
will be eager for His greens, his 
tomato or orange juice, his eggs, 
meat and potatoes, as well as his 
milk and cereals and his buttered 
toast. 

‘This applies, of course, to chil- 
dren old enough to take solid food 
—after their first 18 months or so. 
The one qualification is the mat- 
ter of preparing the food to suit 
the little child’s requirements—in 
small pieces, or of a consistency 
which can be managed with his 
child-size tools, and in portions 
tempting to the child’s appetite. 

ILK is the best starting point 
M in planning the child’s diet be- 
cause it is so valuable for 
growth. Every child should have 
at least a pint of milk a day, and 


b EWER “don’ts” when it comes 


| preferably a guart, if it does not 


replace other valuable foods. Of 
course, some of the milk quota may 
be used, in preparing his food—in 
making cocoa with milk or in cook- 
ing cereal with milk or making 
milk toast. 

Eggs and meat are good building 
foods. From about the end of the 
weaning period throughout the pre- 
school years the child, needs a 
whole egg or some meat as often 
as once a day, to furnish protein 
in addition to the protein he gets 
from milk. Liver is one of the best 
meats for children because of the 
vitamins and the iron it furnishes. 

Cereals, bread and potatoes are 
important energy foods because of 
the large amount of starch they 
contain. They differ, however, in 
vitamin and mineral content, and 
both the kind and amount of 
cereals and breadstuffs the child 
should eat depends upon how much 
potato he eats and upon the va- 
riety of his diet in general. Every 
meal may well include some bread. 
The child ‘who drinks plenty of 
whole milk, eats a variety of fruits 
and vegetables and gets entire- 
grain cereals in some form, may 
have either whole-grain or white 
bread. With less variety of other 
foods, the entire-grain cereals and 
whole-wheat bread are recommend- 
ed for growing children. 

EGETABLES and fruits are 
Vvatuanie for the minerals and 

vitamins they supply and also 
for the variety of their color and 
flavor. In addition to ‘potatoes, the 
child should have at least two serv- 
ings of other kinds of vegetables 
every day. Thin green leaves, such 
as spinach, green lettuce and beet 
and turnip tops are richer in iron 
and in some of*the vitamins than 
bleached, thick leaves such as win- 
ter cabbage, but all the leaf vege- 
tables, and also tomatoes, carrots, 
sweet potatoes, green beans, green 
peas and asparagus, supplement the 
food values of the white root vege- 
tables, the cereals, dried beans and 
peas. The leafy vegetables should, 
of course, be finely chopped when 
fed to little children, carrots should 
be grated and tomatoes peeled, or 
strained and used as juice. The raw 
chopped vegetables, mixed with 
creamed butter, may be made into 
small sandwiches for at least one 
meal a day. 

Fruits, both raw and cooked, are 
good for children. The juice, espe- 
cially orange and tomato juice, or 
the scraped or sieved pulp of fruit, 
is given daily to infants. Bananas, 
too, are good, if ripe, which means 
when the skin has begun to darken, 
the seeds are black and the pulp is 
mealy. For very young children ba- 
nanas may be baked, or the raw 
pulp mashed. Apples; peaches, apri- 
cots, pears, plums, prunes and cher- 
ries afford plenty of variety for the 
child’s meals. Two fruits a day— 
at least one of them raw if pos- 
sible—aid nutrition and simplify the 
dessert problem throughout child- 
hood. _ 

WEETS are concentrated fuel 
foods. They add interest to the 
diet, but must be used with dis- 
cretion. After other foods have been 
provided, some sweet food may be 
used to advantage for the sake of 


flavor and to provide energy that’ 


is quickly used by the body. But 
the child should not have sweets or 
sweet foods between meals or early 
in the meal; they take away his 
appetite for’ other foods. At the 
end of the meal give him cake or 
cookies not too sweet or rich in 
fat, or a custard, a pudding, ice 
cream, fruit sherbet or other simple 
desserts. And he may have simple 
candies. 

Fats are the most concentrated 
body fuels, furnishing more energy 
than sweets and starches. Butter, 
which is milk fat, is also a good 
source of vitamin A, and the child 
should have it every day. Not 
much other fat, however, should be 
used in the child’s diet. 

The consistency or texture of a 
food is highly important tothe child. 
If too many meats or vegetables 
are served with white sauce over 
them, he is very likely to tire of 
them as being all alike. To be palat- 
able, rice, potatoes and mashed 
vegetables should not be pasty. 
Creamed dishes should be neither 
thick and sticky nor too soupy to 
eat with a fork. Vegetables. must 
not be cut in pieces so small that 
they are hard for little hands to 
manage with a fork, nor so large 
that they are clumsy to eat. Slices 
or oblong pieces are more easily 
handled than cubes. The skins of 
baked fruits and vegetables should 
either be removed or cut up in 
small sections easy for the child to 
eat. 


LL hard foods such as bread 
Ac and toast, and also meat 

that has not been ground or 
scraped, encourage chewing and 
are valuable for exercising the 
gunés and teeth. Foods of this kind 
should be given very early in life, 
but not too often or in such large 
amounts that eating becomes slow 
and laborious. Contrast of con- 
sistency in the same meal, serving 
some hard, crisp, or dry foods and 
some that are soft, makes meals 


interesting and appetizing. 

The capacity of the young child 
is about one-half or one-third as 
great as the adult’s. Therefore, 
his servings should be small. The 
amount can easily be modified from 
experience. In.«presenting an un- 
familiar food, it is best to start by 
giving only a teaspoon and increase 
the portion gradually. A serving of 
two tablespoons of a familiar, well- 
liked food is plenty at one. time. 
Give the child more if he wants it

HIRTH CRITICISES PARK 
FOR HIS STAND ON RELIEF 


Says State Should Have Healthy 
Balance That Could Be 


- Used. 
By the Associated Press. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 1. — Wil- 
liam Hirth, gubernatorial candidate, 
today criticised Gov. Park for re- 
fusing to call a special session of 
the Legislature to meet the relief 
crisis and then proceeded to blame 
“Pendergastism.” 

“In the day before Pendergastism 
destroyed the soul and conscience 
of the Democratic party in Mis- 
souri, it was a party that walked 
with courage and considered duty 
and then politics afterward,” he de- 
clared. 

The Columbia farm leader is a 
candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor in the August 
primary.

$6,000,000 ANTI-TRUST SUIT 
FILED AGAINST SWIFT & CO. 


Hanson Packing Co. Charges At- 
tempt to Set Up Monopoly on 
Livestock. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., May 1.— 
A suit filed in Federal Court yes- 
terday charging Swift & Co., meat 
packers, with violation of anti-trust 
laws, asked for payment of $6,000,- 
000 to the Hanson Packing Co., of 
Montana. 

John Copenhaver, attorney for the 
Hanson concern, said the suit was 
filed against both Swift & Co., a 
West Virginia concern, and Swift 
& Co., chartered in Illinois. Of the 
amount sought, $1,000,000 was for 
damages claimed to business and 
$2,000,000 additional against each 
concern under provisions of the 
Federal law permitting collection of 
twice the amount of damages. 

The declaration charged Swift & 
Co. acquired competing concerns 
and established concentration points 
to purchase and ship livestock “in 
an attempt to monopolize commerce 
and eliminate and suppress com- 
merce among the several states.” 


APRIL BUILDING PERMITS 
SHOW GAIN IN VOLUME 


Fewer Contracts Reported, but 
Value Is $1,065,799, Against 
$670,097 Year Ago. 

Building permits issued in St. 
Louis during April numbered 525 
for a total of $1,065,799, compared 
with 533 for a total of $670,097 in 
April last year. 

This brought the total dollar 
value of permits issued during the 
first four months this year to $2,- 
733,733, or $375,462 in excess of the 
total for the comparative period 
last year. The total for the first 
three months this year was $1,677,- 
934, or $10,360 less than the aggre- 
gate for the first quarter of 1935. 
The lower total for the first quar- 
ter this year was due to the lag in 
construction during unusually cold 
weather in January and February.

SHANHAIKWAN, Chihli Prov-

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 1.—Fin- 
ancial circles understand that final 
details of transferring Gulf Oil 
Corporation’s interest in the Col- 
ombian “Barco Concession” to Soc- 
ony-Vacuum Oil Co. Inc., and 
Texas Corp., were completed yes- 
terday at a conference af officials 
here. 

A valuation of $15,000,000 has 
been placed on the concession in 
some quarters. It involves approx- 
imately 1,250,000 acres of jungle in 
Columbia and has 50 years to run 
from 1932. 

The South American Gulf Oil Co., 
gulf subsidiary owning the largest 
share of the contract, is incorpo- 
rated for $25,000. It is obligated to 
pay $25,000 yearly until sufficient 
oil is produced for royalties to ex- 
ceed this sum. 

One clause specifies that after 
production reaches 3000 tons daily 
a 250-mile oil line must be built to 


| 


the seacoast. A refinery must be 
constructed in Columbia if produc- 
tion reaches 4000 tons daily. 

At the termination of the con- 


tract the property reverts to the 
Columbian government. 


The land originally was given to 
Gen. Virgilio Barco in 1905 for his 
aid in quelling a revolt. Eleven 
years later the general sold it to 
British and American interests.

Dangers of recent “Fascist legis- 
lation” in the United States, and 
the threat of war in the largest 
peace-time appropriations for the 
Navy and War Departments, wére 


|discussed this afternoon at the 


opening session of the annual con- 
vention of the United States section 
of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom at 
Hotel Chase by Mrs. Hannah Cloth- 
ier Hull, in her annual address as 
president. 

Mrs. Hull, who has served as head 
of the national organization for 11 
of the last 12 years, urged the 
league to continue its support for 
the passage of an adequate neutrali- 
ty bill, which would offset the 
threat of military preparations. An- 
swering critics who contended that 
neutrality would force the United 
States into disastrous economic iso- 
lation, she declared that “neutrality 
does not mean isolation, except iso- 
lation of the United States from 
war.” 

“Our people appear to be deter- 
mined to keep this country out of 
war,” she continued, “but at the 
same time the Government is mak- 
ing the largest military appropria- 
tions ever proposed by any country 
in time of peace, for alleged na- 
tional defense. And yet we cannot 
find out against whom these prepa- 
ration are being made.” 

Pitman ‘Let Cat Out.’ 

Senator Key Pitman of Nevada, 
she said, had “let the cat out of the 
bag” by declaring in a recent speech 
that the United States was prepar- 
ing tofight Japan. “And,” Mrs. Hull 
commented, “ we have seen no as- 
sertation on the part ‘of the Gov- 
ernment that he was wrong.” 

The belief that there is security 
in being prepared for war is false, 
she asserted. She pointed out that 
a recent white paper on British 
rearmament submitted to the 


‘House of Commons did not claim 


that there was security in large 
armaments, but cited as its reasons 
the increased armament in other 
countries, including the United 
States; and therefore, the British 
Government had “no other alterna- 
tive in the present state of the 
world but to rearm the Empire.” 

Mrs. Hull expressed the opinion 
that the United States was the

“We shout about our patriotism 
and our freedom,” she continued,

MASSACHUSETTS 
REPEALS 1635 EXILE 
OF ROGER WILLIAMS 


Gov. Curley Terminates De-- 
cree by Which Famous Dis- 
senter Was Sanished. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, May 1—The 300-year 
banishment of Roger Williams 
from Massachusetts ended official- 
ly yesterday. 

Gov. James M. Curley, with the 
stroke of his pen, terminated the 
decree of the Bay State colony’s 
general court which, in 1635, gave 
the outspoken radical of his day 
six months to leave. 

His animosity to the Church of 
England and some colonial laws 
had won for him the enmity’ of 
many of the colony’s churchmen 
and officials. 

Before the time limit expired, 
however, Williams fled from his 
Salem home, leaving his loyal wife 
behind, when a small vessel, sent 
from Boston, entered the harbor to 
transport him back to England. 
At that time he was pastor of the 
Salem church. 

Williams for 14 weeks roamed the 
wilderness near Narragansett Bay. 
At the Seekonk River five. sup- 
porters joined him. They went 
downstream and founded a colony. 
Williams named it “Providence” in 
commemoration of their escape 
from Massachusetts. 

In 1645 Williams became first 
colonial Governor of what now is 
Rhode Island. 


JAPANESE DIET CONVENES. 
FIRST TIME SINCE REVOLT 


Principal Task Is to Approve Work- 
ing Budget; Measures Largely 
Dictated by Army. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, May i1—For the first 
time since the military revolt of 
Feb. 26, Japan’s Imperial Parlia- 
ment, or Diet, convened today. 

The Cabinet of Koki Hirota, with 
its personnel and platform largely 
dictated by the army, faced its first 
parliamentary test. All indications 
were that the test would be passed 
without difficulty, that the legisla- 
tors would perform exactly as ex- 
pect@d of them and approve the fi- 
nancial measures and other bills of 
the Government. 

The session which opened today, 
sixty-ninth in the history, of the 
Diet, is an extraordinary one and 
hence will last only three weeks, 
instead of the usual three months. 

Its principal task is to approve 
the working budget for the fiscal 
year 1936-37, which began April 1. 
This budget totals 2,310,000,000 yen 
($669,900,000), the largest in the his- 
tory of the empire.

HITLER ASSAILS ‘LIES’ 


ABOUT PEACE OFFER 


Addresses Thousands in Lust- 
garten After May Day 
Parade at Berlin.

BERLIN, May 1. — Addressing 
thousands of persons after a five- 
mile parade to the Lustgarten, 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler declared to- 
day, “My recent peace offer was 
not framed by lawyers; it was a 
plain common sense offer, which, 
if accepted, would insure ree all 


around.” 

“Yet,” he continued, “on top of 
this, have come all sorts of foreign 
lies about Germany invading or 
about to invade Austria or Czecho- 
slovakia. 

“Who are those poisoners of the 
atmosphere?” 

“Jews!” the audience shouted. 

Hitler began his speech by com- 
paring this day to previous May 
days “when Cabinets trembled and 
we were relieved if the day passed 
with only a few killed and wound- 
ed.” Today, he said, the Nazi rule 
was supported not by bayonets but 
by the hearts of the people. 

“In hatred-ridden Europe, we 
want to preserve peace and to the 
little politicians abroad who do not 
understand us I would say: Leave 
us alone to work out:our own prob- 
lems and you get on with your 
own;” he said. 

Referring to Germany’s restrict- 
ed area and lack of raw materials, 
Hitler said all forces in the nation 
had not yet been welded into a ho- 
mogeneous whole.

GOV. PARK’S LETTER. 
The sum and substance of Gov. Park’s long letter 
to Dean Sidney E. Sweet, chairman of the Social 
Service Commission, is that he washes his hands of 
St. Louis’ relief problem and tells this “great city, 
made up of great and charitable people,” to shift for 
itself.

marks that there is room to consider the 
use té which corporate surplus, bank 
“savings” or any other surplus is put. 
these funds go into the ‘investment mar- 
ket at a rate out of proportion to the vol- 
ume of securities being floated for pur- 
poses of expanding plant and equipment, 
while at the same time consumers do not 
have sufficient funds to buy back the 
goods they help produce, we have infla- 
tion. Such was the situation in 1929. 
That some businesses have paid a small 
portion of their total wage out of their 
surplus is no doubt correct. However, an 
examination of a few industries may give 
us a new perspective on the national sit- 
‘uation. Several years ago, Bradstreet’s 
Weekly published some information about 
the shoe industry. Among other things, 
it wrote that the total output in 1931 was 
only 12% per cent under the 1929 output 
and only 4 per cent below the 1923-25 av- 
erage. The labor expense (note the con- 
notation) in 1932 was reduced to about 
half of what it was seven years previous- 
ly. More recently, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission discovered that the 
A. T. & T. during the depression period 
had a decline in revenues of 13 per cent. 
During this same period, the company re- 
duced the number of employes 32 per 
cent, and the size of its payroll 26 per 
cent. Meanwhile, the company dipped 
into its surplus to maintain a steady $9 
dividend to its stockholders. 
Granted that two isolated industries do 
not make a case, the facts recited do fit 
in with the situation described in “The 
Formation of Capital.” Modern cor- 
porate surpluses do feed people in lean 
years, but, I ask in all earnestness, which 
people?

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THE SCHOOL TAX RATE. 
Friends of the public school system should express 
themselves at the public hearing to be held by the 
Finance Committee of the Board of Education tonight 
on the school tax rate for 1936. Interests seeking a 
reduction of the rate are certain to be present. 
The issue is whether or not the schools shall have 
adequate support. By authority of the people, the 
board may fix the annual rate for general purposes 
at a maximum of 85 cents on the $100 valuation. The 
only tangible proposal in the board has been that 
the general rate should be reduced from the maxi- 
mum, where it stood last year, to 83 cents. 
A cut of 2 cents would mean just $1 reduction in 
the year’s taxes for the owner of a home assessed at 
$5000, which is above the average for dwellings. This 
would deprive the School Board of approximately 
$200,000 in revenue. It is clear that the cry for a 
reduction is not for any material benefit to the small 
property owner or householder. 
Even such an inconceivably large cut in the tax 
rate as, say, 15 cents on the $100 would save only 
$7.50 for the year in the tax bill for a $5000 house, 
leaving a remaining bill for all purposes of about 
$131. The owner of property assessed at $500,000 
would save $750 by such a cut, but the remaining bill 
would be about $13,100. And a 15-cent cut, to com- 
plete the comparison, would cost the schools 
$1,500,000.

PROBLEM FOR THE BRAIN 


TRUSTS. 
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TODAY AND TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


HE exchange of speeches between the 
TT aaministration and the official spokes- 

men of business is not likely to butter 
many parsnips. They all recognize, of course, 
that the great need is more employment. 
But it is rather difficult to say what, if any, 
is the official theory of the organized busi- 
ness men. 

There is a very good reason why the busi- 
ness men are unable to formulate a program 
for dealing with unemployment. It is that 
within the realm of business there are two 
sharply contradictory policies at work and 
two opposing philosophies. 

One of these is the old-fashioned scheme 
of increasing business by lowering the price, 
by giving more value for the same money 
or the same value for less money. The other 
is politely called stabilization; it used to be 
called monopoly and restraint of trade. It 
consists in maintaining the price, of clos- 
ing down the plant rather than to sell at a 
price low enough to attract customers. 
Broadly speaking, the industries which 
have practiced competition have had the 
smallest amount of unemployment and the 
most substantial recovery, whereas those 
which have insisted on keeping themselves 
stabilized on a high and rigid price level 
have provided the least work and are still 
the most depressed. 

“ * . 
It is because business men have not made 
up their minds which of these two policies 
they really believe in that they are unable 
to speak convincingly, It is also the reason 
they have got themselves so tangled up in 
the New Deal controls. For obviously, in so 
far as business men take the line of monop- 
oly, demand exclusive tariff protection and 
the right to maintain high and rigid prices 
by agreements of various sorts, two things 
must happen. They must expect the Gov- 
ernment to do something to control their 
monopolies and they must expect farmers 
and wage earners to ask for the same sort 
of privilege. 
The New Deal, as represented by the NRA, 
the AAA, the Guffey Act, the Bankhead Cot- 
ton Act and the like, was in essence an at- 
tempt to give to certain strong groups of 
farmers, to well-organized groups of 
wage earners and to competitive industries 
something of that monopolistic control of 
production and prices which many branches 
of large corporate business enjoy. 
The basic weakness of the President’s 
philosophy, as disclosed so glaringly in his 
Baltimore speech, is that he assents to the 
monopolistic system, apparently believes it 
to be inevitable, but would like to let the 
farmers and the trades unions participate in 
it. Competition he looks upon as chaotic 
and cutthroat and unplanned. And his ideal 
of the economic order would seem to be one 
in which every interest was organized and 
stabilized on fixed prices, fixed wages and a 
fixed dole, There is no use denying that this 
is a popular philosophy. In fact, it is the 
dominant philosophy in this country today. 
The railroads believe in it, or at least 
those railroads which would rather have 
higher fares than more passengers. The steel 
industry, at least until competition took hold 
and began to bring it to life, preferred to 
sell no steel at higher prices rather than 
some steel at lower prices. The farmers have 
been taught to believe in it under the AAA. 
The American Federation of Labor believes 
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in it as the law and the gospels; it insists

that it is better to be unemployed than to 
work at less than the established union rate. 
The relief workers believe in it, insisting 
that no one shall be encouraged to go back 
to work at less than a fixed rate of wages. 

On this fundamental principle, there is 
no difference between Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Roosevelt, between the New Era and the 
New Deal. Mr. Hoover was a furious stabil- 
izer of business throughout the ’20s, and Mr. 
Roosevelt has simply gone him one better 
by seeking to stabilize agriculture, labor and 
dependency as well. Both men have been on 
the same road, both believing that by agree- 
ment, by fiat or otherwise they could regu- 
late the economic system better than by 
competition. 

The period of Mr. Hoover’s leadership in 
the Department of Commerce witnessed the 
greatest growth of monopoly, of price con- 
trol and production control, the most rad- 
ical departure from American individualism 
in the history of the Republic. The period 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s leadership has witnessed 
a great extension of the same principle to 
more and more organized groups. 
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Those who would like to go as far as Mr. 
Hoover went, but not so far as Mr. Roose- 
velt has gone, are open to the charge that 
they like monopolistic power for themselves, 
but would like agriculture and labor to be 
competitive, They can make no impression 
on the mass of the people. If the country is 
to turn its back on the New Deal, it will 
have to turn its back on the New Era as 
well. It will have to believe again in com- 
petition as the great regulator of industry. 
For it offers the only alternative to an in- 
dustrial system ruled by the Government. 

Competition offers, too, the only way to 
the restoration of full employment. For it 
is plain that if no one will sell except at 
more than the market price, and no one will 
work at less than a wage which is above the 
market, and no one will go off the relief 
rolis unless the wage is much higher than 
the dole, there must be permanent depres- 
sion, permanent unemployment and a per- 
manent dole. 

They are made permanent by the refusal 
to sell goods and to go to work for less than 
arbitrarily fixed prices and wages. And we 
shall have just as much slack business and 
just as much unemployment and just as 
large relief rolls as we consent to having; it 
is a matter of letting prices, wages and the 
dole remain fixed above the rate at which 
the market will absorb goods and labor.

Tobacco Road. 
LTHOUGH the Smith-Kerr To- 
bacco Control Act aroused no 
great hullabaloo outside the to- 
bacco states, New Deal experts 
consider it one of the. most import- 
ant farm bills to pass Congress. 

They think it may set a precedent 
for eventual state control of cot- 
ton, even corn and wheat. 

What they are watching now is 
whether the tobacco states co-op- 
erate. All the Smith-Kerr bill did 
was to give the states permission 
to agree among themselves to re- 
duce acreage. Now-—as_ specified 
by the Supreme Court when it 
knocked out the AAA—actual acre- 
age reduction is up to the states. 

State control of cotton produc- 
tion in years past has caused bit- 
ter wrangling and complete fail- 


ure. Each state wanted a larger 


quota. Also there were nine cotton 


states. 
State Co-Operation. 
OWEVER, in the case of flue- 
cured tobacco (from which 
cigarette are made) only four 
states control production—Virginia, 
Georgia, North and South Caro- 
lina. 


Thanks to aggressive Congress- 


man Thomas G. Burch, Virginia, 
already has passed a bill enabling 
it to fix a tobacco quota. The 
Seuth Carolina Legislature is con- 
sidering one. North Carolina may 
call a special session. 

Anti-New Deal Gov. Gene Tal- 


'madge will not co-operate, but the 


growers of Georgia probably will. 
It looks as if a new means of crop 
control would get started via the 
tobacco road. 

Note—Congressman Burch, one 
of the chief behind-the-scenes spon- 
sors of the Smith-Kerr Act, grew 
up in the tobacco fields, has “done 
everything with tobacco except 
chew it, from burning the ‘planting 
bed to lying out through the night 
tending the fires in the curing 
sheds.”

CONVENTION IN OHIO 


California - Delegates Want 
Declaration Against Reds, 
Fascists and Nazis. 


By the Assdciated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 1.—Disputes 
over social and economic questions 
dropped into the background today 
as delegates to the thirty-second 
quadrennial conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church began a 22- 
day meeting and prepared to organ- 
ize their standing committees. Bish- 
op John L. Nuelsen of Zurich, 
Switzerland, senior Bishop of the 
Methodist church, opened the ses- 
sion. 


The conference is expected to set-| 


tle the questions of church unifica- 
tion and of the adoption of dé- 
mands for an expression on social 
and economic matters made by lib- 
eral leaders. 

The first debate on the confer- 
ence floor is expected on selection 
of the judicial commission, the 
“supreme court” of the conference. 

A Southern California laymen’s 
committee injected new spirit into 
the liberal-conservative fight by 
the presentation of a memorial de- 
manding that preachers concern 
themselves more with the personal 
and spiritual aspects of the Gospel, 
and less with its social aspects. 

The California group also asked 
the conference “to erase the stain 
of Methodist Reds” from any part 
of the church with a declaration 
that the church was “unequivocally 
opposed to Communism, Fascism 
and Naziism, or any form of con- 
trolled economy that would destroy 
the rights and liberties of our peo- 
ple guaranteed them by the Con- 
stitution.” 

Their demands were regarded as 
a direct blow at the program of the 
Methodist federation for _ social 
service, which asked the church 
conference to approve substitution 
of “social ownership” for the profit- 
seeking economic system. The fed- 
eration reported, however, that by 
social ownership it did not mean 
“mere government bureaucracy.”

Results of Arms Inquiry.

South never should have given 
this opportunity to West. He should 
have seen that he could afford to 
lose a trump trick in addition to 
two hearts and still make his con- 
tract. The proper play on the trump 
lead from dummy was the ace, not 
the queen! Next, a diamond should 
have been led to dummy and a sec- 
ond spade led up to the queen. [If 
East followed, all was well. If he 
didn’t, West’s two trump tricks 
never could be taken away. 

In a sense, this would have been 
a two-way safety play: it would 
have guarded against a singleton 
king in Wegt’s hand, as well as the 
situation that actually developed.

UST about anybody could have

The gaffs are of shiny curved 
steel, about two and one-half inches 
long. When the cock was young 
his natural spurs were trimmed off 
and the gaffs now fit over the 
stubs that are left. Ed White first 
padded the region around the 
stubby spur with a broad leather 
thong, then placed the gaff on the 
stub and fastened it tight with 
shoemakers’ thread. “Sunny Jim” 
fastened his on with adhesive tape. 
It is very important that the gaffs 
are on tight and that they protrude 
at just the right angle. 

The fight began after Ed and 
Jim had made a bet of $10 and 
after a few smaller bets had been 
agreed on by some of the specta- 
tors. The chickens were allowed 
to “kiss,” or take a few pecks at 
each other, while still held by their 
handlers high up in the air in the 
center of the pit. 

After that it was like any chicken 
fight. The first rush of action, as 
the cocks surge high in the air, 
spurs gleaming, feathers flying, is, 
without any apologies, breath-tak- 
ing. The co¢ks come down on their 
feet again, surge upward, and then 
down again. Perhaps the second 
or third time they come down in a

heap and the handlers have to sep- 
arate them and pull a gaff from out 
of one. 

After the cocks are separated 
they are pitted again by their 
handlers. It is only ona “han- 
dle” that they get any rest. They 
get about five seconds then, and 
during this time their handlers 
will clear their mouths of feathers, 
press their lips to any wounds, or 
refresh them with a wet sponge or 
cool air. The handlers nurse their 
chickens very carefully and_ the 
way one is handled during a fight 
may mean the difference between 
defeat or victory. 

Defeat comes when one of the 
chickens is killed or when it is so 
near death that it can fight no 
longer. In the fight between Ed 
White’s and Jim McCreery’s chick- 


ens, Jim’s sunk his gaff .into the 


other’s lung early in the fight and 
it wasn’t long before it was all over. 
It was a reasonably quick finish 
and Ed didn’t try to prolong the 
fight until his chicken was com:

F you go to any of the cock fights 

which are held on Sundays in 

Missouri and Illinois towns not 
far‘from St. Louis some time dur- 
ing the day somebody probably will 
remind you that three Presidents 
of the United States—Washington, 
Jackson and Lincoln—were cock- 
fighting ‘enthusiasts. And more 
probable still, if you ask one of the 
men who is handling the chickens 
how long he has been interested in 
cock fights he probably will tell 
you: “Since I was in knee breeches.” 


And then he will add that his father 


and his grandfather raised fighting 
cocks, too. 

For cock-fighting, although it is 
pretty much of an underground ac- 
tivity now; has had its history and 
still has its traditions. It probably 
doesn’t make very many new con- 
verts now except among those men 
who are able and like to raise and 
train the cocks themselves. And 
these, in our time, include not the 
landed gentry or the wealthy sport 
fanciers, but mostly rural people or 
those in the cities who have a rural 
background. 

But those who actively take part 
in the sport are devoted to it and 
they succeed in having their fights 
with a minimum of rumpus ahd a 
surprising frequency. There are at 
least two journals published in the 
country devoted to cock-fighting, 
and their monthly issues, which 
carry reports of fights in practical- 
ly every state, sometimes run to 
100 pages.

UST about anybody could have 

walked in through the cellar 

entrance to the place where 
the pit was. The pit is a circle 
of dirt about 10 feet in diameter 
in the center of the long and 
narrow cellar, marked off with 
two-foot high clapboard. There 
was nothing impressive or sport- 
like about the cellar. It was an 
ordinary cellar with a furnace in 
one corner and wash tubs in an- 
other. There were a few. garish 
electric lights over the pit. 

Now the men, who had been con- 
ferring together in little groups 
outside, were conferring with the 
same omniscience and furtiveness 
inside. On a table in one corner 
they were weighing in the chickens 
—beautiful birds with gray or white 
or red or brown feathers, birds that 
in the hands of their owners were 
as meek and gentle as doves. The 
chickens were perfectly still on the 
scales and most of them weighed 
between four pounds, four ounces 
and five pounds, 10 ounces. 

The first fight was to be between 
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two chickens owned by Ed White, 
who has lived in the neighborhood 
for most of his 50 years, and 
“Sunny Jim” McCreery, who raises 
and trains his in St. Louis. In op- 
posite corners of the cellar the two 
men were getting their birds ready, 
fastening the gaffs, or spurs, with 
the loving attention a surgeon em- 
ploys when putting an _ intricate 
bandage on a wound. 

The gaffs are of shiny curved 
steel, about two and one-half inches 
long. When the cock was young 
his natural spurs were trimmed off 
and the gaffs now fit over the 
stubs that are left. Ed White first 
padded the region around the 
stubby spur with a broad leather 
thong, then placed the gaff on the 
stub and fastened it tight with 
shoemakers’ thread. “Sunny Jim” 
fastened his on with adhesive tape. 
It is very important that the gaffs 
are on tight and that they protrude 
at just the right angle. 

The fight began after Ed and 
Jim had made a bet of $10 and 
after a few smaller bets had been 
agreed on by some of the specta- 
tors. The chickens were allowed 
to “kiss,” or take a few pecks at 
each other, while still held by their 
handlers high up in the air in the 
center of the pit. 

After that it was like any chicken 
fight. The first rush of action, as 
the cocks surge high in the air, 
spurs gleaming, feathers flying, is, 
without any apologies, breath-tak- 
ing. The cotks come down on their 
feet again, surge upward, and then 
down again. Perhaps the second 
or third time they come down in a 
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Steel spurs ... binding on a bird’s weapons. 


heap and the handlers have to sep- 
arate them and pull a gaff from out 
of one. 

After the cocks are separated 
they are pitted again by their 
handlers. It is only ona “han- 
die” that they get any rest. They 
get about five seconds then, and 
during this time their handlers 
will clear their mouths of feathers, 
press their lips to any wounds, or 
refresh them with a wet sponge or 
cool air. The handlers nurse their 
chickens very carefully and _ the 
way one is handled during a fight 
may mean the difference between 
defeat or victory. 

Defeat comes when one of the 
chickens is killed or when it is so 
near death that it can fight no 
longer. In the fight between Ed 
White’s and Jim McCreery’s chick- 


ens, Jim’s sunk his gaff.into the . 


other’s lung early in the fight and 
it wasn’t long before it was all over. 
It was a reasonably quick finish 
and Ed didn’t try to prolong the 
fight until his chicken was com: 
pletely. dead. 

But the quickest and the cleanest 
kill came several fights later, when 
the two lightest and gamest chick- 
ens of the day, a red and a white, 
were pitted against each other. 
They fought with an intense fury, 
in the same way in, which lighter 
boxers usually fight more gamely 
and openly than the heavyweights. 
But the fight was scarcely three 
minutes old when the white made a 
lucky catch with his gaff and cut 
the red’s throat. 

Neither of the birds was any- 
where near exhaustion when the

red was killed. Both had been 
fighting with great recklessness and 
both were, of course, cut and 
wounded, But it is this sort of fight 
which it is easiest and most desir- 
ous to watch. For, after all, when 
you go to the pit you are going to 
watch a fight, to watch high, daunt- 
less spirits ,and to see death. 
(You aren't going because you want 
to make any money, because many 
a fight may be settled by a lucky 
break like a chance slit of the 
throat, and if you do make a few 
dollars it is because you are for- 
tunate rather than because you are 
smart.) 

You are going, then, to _ see 
death and it is best if death comes 
cleanly without giving the hand- 
lers too much chance to interfere 
with its certainty. It is the same 
as in bull-fighting where the clean 
and sudden death of the enraged 
bull can bring to some an emo- 
tion which must be described in 
terms of uplift, but where, if there 
is a poor matador who fails to place 
the sword at just the right spot 
or deep enough, and the bull ling- 
ers on, only discomfort ensues. 
There is, of course, no man risking 
his life in cock-fightine 23 in bull- 
fighting, but the principle of death 
to the animal is the same.

The pain extends also to the ribs, 
and frequently the bones become so 
fragile that they break spontane- 
ously—what are known as “spon- 
taneous fractures.”

HEN the diet again becomes 
W compicte and balanced the 

symptoms disappear and the 
bones resume their normal condi- 
tions. The addition of cod liver 
oil to the diet has been found to 
promote extremely rapid restora- 
tion. 

Only one or two cases have been 
reported in the United States, so 
none of my readers need to ge 
suggestible and to get to thinking 
they are coming down with it. 

One case in the United States 
which I have seen _ reported oc- 
curred in a patient whose condi- 
tion had been diagnosed as rheu- 
matism, and he had put himself 
upon an extremely restricted diet 
for the cure of this condition, eat- 


ing no eggs, white bread, bacon, 
oranges or grapefruit for four 
years. 6 


The lessons to be learned from 
the conditon are several, The most 
important seems to me that no 
one should continue for a long time 
a diet, no matter what it is sup- 
posed to cure, which is so restricted 
that it does not contain the neces- 
sary protective and nourishing ele- 
ments. 

Second, there is a possibility that 
in the aftermath of such conditions 
as floods, dust storms and earth- 
quakes, conditions will be such that 
a few cases of this kind will crop 
up and we should be on the alert 
for them. 

The last lesson is one which man- 
kind is probably not likely to learn, 
and that is that it is not only the 
armies that suffer in war, but the 
whole population and the spiritual, 
social, economic body as well.

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WASHINGTON U. STUDY 
UF LEPROSY AND DIET 


Doctors Find Indications That 
Proper Food. May Aid 
Afflicted Persons. 


A two-year study of leprosy at 
the Washington University School 


of Medicine has indicated that gen- 
erous and varied diets may aid af- 
flicted persons. 

It has been found by Drs. Ed- 
mund V. Cowdry, L. F. Heimburger 
and P. S. Williams that the large 
and disfiguring nodules on the face, 
hands, arms and legs, which mark 
one form of leprosy, contain rela- 
tively too little calcium and too 
much phosphorus. Diets rich in 
calcium, with the addition of cod 
liver oil, tend to re-establish nor- 
mal relations between these sub- 
stances. 

About 30 years ago chaulmoogra 
oil was healded as a panacea for 
leprosy but it is no longer consid- 
ered satisfactory. Some of the fa- 
vorable results at first noted are 
now explained by the fact that, 
while under treatment, the lepers 
enjoyed better food and more 
healthful surroundings. But chaul- 
moogra oil continues to be given 
on the remote chance that it may 
be helpful and because it does no 
harm. 

The nearly complete disappear- 
ance of leprosy from Europe and 
the United States is attributed to 
improvement in living conditions. 
In the only remaining leprosarium 
in England there are so few pa- 
tients that it may be closed soon. 
In the United States leprosarium at 
Carville, La., the dark-skinned pa- 
tients, Mexicans, Negroes, Chinese 
and others greatly outnumber the 
whites. But in the tropics, where 
personal hygiene is almost an un- 
known science, there are said to be 
at least 1,000,000 lepers. 

The fear of lepers is dispappear- 
ing because not all of them are a 
danger to the community. As in 


tuberculosis, only those who cause 
the spread of large numbers of 


| bacilli are sources of infection to 
‘wthers. In New York City there are 
/about 25 lepers in whom the dis- 
'ease is quiescent. They are there- 
'fore harmless. 


Recent studies in various parts 
of the world show there are mild 
types of leprosy from which recov- 
ery is frequent. In the nervous 
type, however, the individual often 
loses both hands and feet and even 
sight. Blindness results when. the 


muscle which permits winking, and |, 


thus wetting of the surface of the 
eyes, becomes paralyzed. In many 
cases eyesight can be retained if, 
by a <imple operation, the eyelids 
are drawn closer together and the 
opening for vision is reduced. Un- 
fortunately, however, this operation 
is seldom performed. 

Members of the faculty of Wash- 
ington University study lepers at 
Carville and in Puerto Rico - and 
bring back specimens in which all 
the organisms have been killed for 
detailed examination in St. Louis.

said it had been shown clearly that 
the standards were no better in the | 
country than in cities, nor in one 
class of lawyers than in another, 
regardless of educational qualifica- 
tions or social status.

PHYSICIAN DISCUSSES 
HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


Dr. F. J. Tainter Says Malig- 
nant Form Is Most Usual 
Among the Young. 


The present treatment of high 
blood pressure may date back to 
the time when some physician or 


surgeon became annoyed by the 
cold, clammy hands of his sweet- 
heart, remarked Dr. Frank J. Tain- 
ter in describing surgical aspects of 
essential high blood pressure yes- 
terday before the St. Louis Clinics 
at St. Anthony’s Hospital, 3520 
Chippewa street. 

But clammy or even gangrenous 
finger tips are characteristic of 
Raynaud’s disease rather than of 
hypertension, he pointed out. In 
Raynaud's disease the blood vessels 
of the extremities contract, where- 
as in high blood pressure the ves- 
sels of the entire vascular system 
shrink. 

The outlook for malignant high 
blood pressure is very grave, Dr. 
Tainter said. In most instances 
patients die within a year or two. 
In some cases blindness results 
from retinal hemorrhages. 

The malignant form of the dis- 
ease is usually found in young peo- 
ple, he continued.

Genevieve and then came the draw- 
of Pierre de Laclede Liguest 
standing on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi and pointing out to this young 
Auguste ‘Chouteau where and how 
to build the settlement which later 
became St. Louis. 
The next noted personage to ap- 
was Daniel Boone and then 
came the documents and the pic- 
tures of the men who brought about 
the Louisiana Purchase. But soon 
the purchase had to be explored 
and Lewis and Clark came to St.

Judge Douglas then showed the 
famous government letter of credit 
which Capt. Lewis had tucked away 
safely in his pocket and which 
makes the present New Dealers’ 
generosity look sick by comparison. 
The letter, written by President 
Thomas Jefferson, read: “I hereby 
authorize you to draw on the Secre- 
taries of State, of the Treasury, of 
War, and of the Navy of the United 
States according as you may find 
your draughts will be most negoci- 
able for the purpose of obtaining 
money or necessaries for yourself 
and your men.”

But they were fairly thrifty in 
those days and when Lafayette 
came to St. Louis ‘20 years later 
Judge Douglas pointed out that “he 
was entertained by the city fathers 
at a cost of $37.”
